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What Can I Grow in a 
Greenhouse? 


This is by far the most popular guestion we get. The general answer 
is that you can grow almost anything inside a greenhouse that you 
can commonly grow outside in summer, as long as itisn't too big 


for the greenhouse (no oak trees!). 


Depending where you are in North America, you may be able to 
grow different varieties of vegetables, herbs, fruits and flowers. For 
beginners, the following are the most common varieties that can be 
grown in a backyard greenhouse almost anywhere in the region.

The size of greenhouse you choose may limit what you can grow, so 
choose the largest size you can accommodate in your yard. 
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What are the Best Times to 
Grow Plants in a Greenhouse? 


There are many variables that determine the best times to grow 
your plants in a greenhouse. Of course, different varieties of plants 
have different germination, growth and flowering times. And your 
planting zone, combined with the unpredictability of North 
American weather, will also affect the best growing times - even 
from one year to the next. 


These are general guidelines for the best growing seasons for 
plants in a greenhouse. 


Mid-Winter to Early Spring 


Hardier varieties, like spinach, lettuce and broccoli, that can tolerate 
frost can be planted in greenhouse soil that isn’t frozen. 


Mid-Spring 


Once outside temperatures remain generally above freezing, soil 
temperatures in the greenhouse (above 5 degrees Celsius/41 
degrees Fahrenheit) and hours of sunlight should be high enough 
for plants that can't tolerate frost, including melons, cucumbers 


and squash. 
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Early to Late Summer 


When greenhouse soil temperatures are 15 degrees Celsius (59° F) 
and above, it's time for plants that like warm temperatures, like 
tomatoes and peppers. 


The Fall 


Having your own greenhouse means that harvest time for outdoor 
plants is the start of another growing season for you. So you can 
grow “cool-season” crops like turnips and peas and harvest them 
in time for the holiday season! 
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Do I Need to Build a Base for 
My Greenhouse? 


The short answer is: no. Every Planta Greenhouse model is designed 
to be freestanding and doesn't reguire a separate base or 
foundation. The only thing you need to do is to level the ground 
where you want to set-up your greenhouse. 
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Once the greenhouse is built, you can grow your plants directly in 
the ground inside the greenhouse and/or set-up garden beds to 
grow boxed and potted plants. 
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When You Might Want to Have a Base 


Even though a base isn't needed, many greenhouse owners prefer to 
build one to help keep out insects and contaminants. 


Starting with landscaping cloth across the entire greenhouse 
floorspace, you can build different types of bases according to your 
preferences and needs, including gravel (great for drainage), wood, 
poured concrete and/or concrete slabs. 
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Can I Customize My 
Greenhouse? 


Absolutely. in addition to deciding whether or not to have a base 
and choosing whether to plant directly in the ground or in pots and 
boxes, you can extend the length of your greenhouse and add 
standard or automatic ventilation windows at anytime. 
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This is particularly helpful for greenhouse beginners because it's 
sometimes difficult to know exactly how much greenhouse space 
you'll need. Based on experience, we always recommend buying 
the largest greenhouse you can for the space you have. In other 
words, we get lots of calls to enlarge greenhouses, but almost never 
to make them smaller. 
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In addition to the variety of models available to best suit your 
space and reguirements, many Planta Greenhouses may be 
extended at any time in sections of six and a half feet. 


How Big Can You Make Your Greenhouse? This Big! 


Even if you started with one of our smaller greenhouse models, the 
Sungrow Compact, which has a standard size of 10 feet wide, 6.5 
feet long and 8 feet high (3 metres wide, 2 metres long 8 2.5 
metres high), you can add sections of 6.5 feet (2 metres) in length 
until it is over 100 feet (30.5 metres) long! 
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I've Heard About Glass and 
Polycarbonate Greenhouses. 
Which one Is best? 


While glass has traditionally been used for the body panels in 
greenhouses, recent technological advances in polycarbonate 
design and construction makes it a far superior covering for today’s 
greenhouses. These are just a few of the advantages of using 
polycarbonate for your greenhouse. 


Õ More Heat Retention 


Polycarbonate insulates better than 
glass, which helps increase 
temperatures in your greenhouse in 
two ways. First, it prevents more of 
the sun's heat from escaping the 
greenhouse to boost heat retention. 
Second, it transmits less cold outside 
temperatures into the greenhouse. 
The combination means extended 
growing times for your plants. 
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© Stronger and More 
Shatter Resistant 


Polycarbonate is stronger and can 
withstand far more stress than 
glass. That means increased 
personal safety and no risk of 
damage to your plants. 


© Lighter Weight 


Although it's stronger, polycarbonate isn't as heavy as glass. In 
addition to being a relief during assembly, lighter panels also 
make it easier to extend or reduce the size of your greenhouse. 


D) Can Be Flat or Curved 


Polycarbonate can be made into 
more shapes and sizes than glass. 
In Canada, the angle of the sun as 
it enters the greenhouse changes 
dramatically from season to 
season. Many greenhouse owners 
prefer a curved greenhouse to 
optimize sunlight capture at all 
times of the year. 
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A Better Light Transmission & UV Protection 


As it enters the greenhouse, sunlight is diffused by polycarbonate 
and distributed more evenly throughout the greenhouse. This helps 
minimize the problem of shadows blocking sunlight from plants that 
are growing at lower levels. Your plants are also protected from UV 
radiation by polycarbonate's natural UV filtering properties.
